Introduction  In  submitting  to  the  Members  of  the 
Corporation,  to  the  Governments  rtf  Nova  Scotia,  New 
Brunswick-,  Prince  Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland  and 
to  the  friends  of  the  School,  the  fifty-second  annual  re- 
port of  the  School  for  the  Blind,  the  Board  of  Managers 
desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  Almighty  God 
tor  the  continued  blessings  which  the  school  has  enjoyed 
and  to  the  governments  and  friends  of  the  school  for 
their  generous  support  of  the  institution. 


Official,  Reports  : The  reports  of  the  Superinten- 
dent and  Assistant  Superintendent  give  full  information 
and  a succinct  statement  as  to  the  work  of  its  several 
departments.  It  is  pleasing  to  your  Board  to  note  that 
the  attendance  of  pupils  i®  well  up  to  the  highest  records 
of  previous  years.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  know  that  the 
several  departments  of  the  school  are  being  carried  on 
with  energy  and  efficiency.  The  parents  and  guardians 
of  blind  children  can  rest  assured  that  their  boys  and 
girls  are  being  given  a practical  education  and  training 
and  that  instead  of  growing  up  to  be  dependent  upon 
others  they  will  as  graduates  be  wholly  or  partially  self- 
supporting.  The  Superintendent’s  appeal  for  the  higher 
education  of  those  pupils  who  have  distinctive  musical 
or  literary  ability  is  cordially  supported  by  your  Board. 


Maintenance: — During  the  past  eight  years  the 
effort  to  maintain  the  school  at  its  present  high  standard 
has  given  your  Board  very  serious  consideration,  but 
thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  public  we  are  enabled 
this  year  to  state  that  the  deficit  of  the  school  has  been 
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materially  reduced.  While  this  is  gratifying  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  our  present  annual  income  has  to 
be  administered  with  the  utmost  economy  and  that  were 
it  not  for  the  receipts  from  private  individuals  thru 
the  Campaign  for  the  Blind,  our  financial  status  for  the 
past  year  would  have  shown  little  or  no  improvement. 
Furthermore,  it  must  be  remembered  that  our  limited 
income  only  allows  the  school  to  be  maintained'  at  its 
present  standard,  whereas  an  increased  income  would 
enable  us  to  give  to  our  more  talented  pupils  the  special 
opportunities  to  which  the  Superintendent  has  referred. 

Campaign  fob  the  Blind: — As  will  be  seen  by  the 
Financial  Statement  of  the  school,  we  have  received  dur- 
ing the  past  year  $7500.00  from  the  Campaign  Fund  and 
will  no  doubt  receive  additional  support  from  the  Cam- 
paign in  Western  Nova  Scotia.  Your  Board  desires  to 
express  its  hearty  appreciation  and  warmest  thanks  to 
the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  have  given  so  freely  of 
their  time  and  thought  in  making  the  Campaign  a suc- 
cess, and  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  generous  sub- 
scriptions made  towards  the  fund  by  sympathetic  con- 
tributors. 

Household  : — Your  Board  has  done  all  in  its  power  . 
to  see  to  it  that  the  staff  and  pupils  residing  in  the  school 
are  comfortably  housed  and  provided  with  suitable  liv- 
ing conditions.  The  household  at  present  comprises 
one  hundred  and  eighty-four  persons  and  it  is  satisfac- 
tory to  know  that  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  this 
large  family  is  constantly  and  carefully  supervised  and 
that  the  atmosphere  of  the  school  radiates  happiness  and 
contentment.  The  health  of  our  large  household  during 
the  past  year  has  been  most  satisfactory  and  our  records 
show  that  with  the  exception  of  a few  colds  and  other 
minor  ailments  we  have  had  very  little  to  interrupt  the 
regular  work  of  the  school.  Our  school  physicians  are 
always  prompt  in  attendance  when  their  services  are  re- 
quired and  the  resident  nurse  constantly  visits  the  dif- 
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ferent  departments  of  the  school  and  immediately  re- 
ports  any  case  requiring  special  attention.  The  regular 
life  of  the  pupils,  care  taken  as  to  baths  and  exercise, 
ample  and  nourishing  food,  etc.,  are  all  conducive  to 
health,  and  to  these  factors  we  chiefly  attribute  the 
physical  well-being  of  the  household. 


Superintendent  and  Staff  : — While  the  education 
and  training  of  our  blind  children  must  primarily  rest 
upon  the  financial  support  of  our  Provincial  and  Muni- 
cipal authorities,  aided  by  private  beneficence,  your 
Board  fully  realizes  that  the  real  success  of  the  School 
ultimately  depends  upon  its  internal  management,  upon 
the  atmosphere  that  pervades  it,  and  upon  the  influ- 
ences that  emanate  from  it.  The  School  has  been  ex- 


ceedingly fortunate  in  having  at  its  head1  for  so  many 
years  our  indefatigable  Superintendent,  Sir  Frederick 
Fraser,  whose  energy  and  enthusiasm  have  proved  such 
an  invaluable  factor  in  its  success.  Sir  Frederick  will 
next  year  reach  the  fiftieth  year  of  his  connexion  with 
the  School,  and  we  feel  sure  all  friends  of  the  institution 
will  take  pleasure  in  appropriately  celebrating  this 
iubilee  of  faithful  service  in  the  interests  of  the  blind. 
Your  Board  also  takes  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the 
capable  and  satisfactory  services  of  the  Assistant  Super- 
intendent, Mr.  E.  Chesley  Allen,  as  well  as  the  loyal  and 
unselfish  work  of  the  other  members  of  the  stall.

GfNTLEMEN:-The  table  of  attendance  herewith 
submitted  shows  that  174  blind  persons  have  been  under 
instruction  during  the  past  year,  of  whom  89  were  males 
and  So  females  Of  these  29  graduated  or  remained  at 

iQ99e\^akl?g  ithe  t0t'al  number  registered  Sept.  30th, 
, 14o,  of  whom  73  were  females  and  72  males  Of 
these  95  are  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  38  from 
New  Brunswick,  2 from  Prince  Edward  Island  and  10 
from  Newfoundland.

The  School: — The  progress  of  the  pupils  in  the 
several  departments  of  the  school  has  been  most  satis- 
factory and  the  spirit  to  excel  has  been  evinced  in  a 
marked  degree.  Mr.  E.  Chesley  Allen,  assistant  super- 
intendent, with  his  corp  of  teachers,  has  worked  with 
energy  and  enthusiasm  to  promote  the  interests  of  each 
and  every  pupil  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  secure 
the  best  possible  results.  The  different  departments  of 
the  school  are  well  organized  and  fully  equipped  and 
provide  the  blind  youth  of  the  Atlantic  Provinces  and 
Newfoundland  with  such  an  education  and  training  as 
will  enable  them  to  live  lives  of  usefulness.  The  mental 
and  physical  characteristics  of  each  pupil  are  carefully 
estimated  and  every  effort  is  made  to  see  that  each  boy 
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and  girl  is  developed  to  the  utmost  of  his  or  her  ability. 
This  of  course  does  not  mean  that  each  pupil  trained  in 
the  school  will  prove  a successful  graduate,  but  it  does 
mean  that  each  pupil  is  given  the  best  education  and 
training  which  he  or  she  is  capable  of  receiving.  As 
long  as  the  school  is  conducted  on  these  broad  lines  its 
reputation  for  effective  work  will  stand  high  and  it  will 
continue  to  receive  public  and  private  support. 

Report  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  : — The 
report  of  the  assistant  superintendent,  Mr.  E.  Chesley 
Allen,  should  be  read  with  interest  by  the  friends  of  the 
school  as  it  gives  a very  clear  outline  of  the  work  which 
is  being  carried  on  in  the  several  departments.  It  also 
refers  to  the  physcial  training  of  the  pupils  and  to  the 
i circulating  library  of  books  printed  in  the  Braille  Point 
system  and  the  Moon  type. 

Course  of  Training: — The  work  of  the  school  is 
systematically  organized  and,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  so  or- 
ganized as  to  produce  the  best  results.  I believe  that 
the  first  duty  of  the  school  is  to  give  to  each  pupil  the 
very  best  scholastic  instruction  which  he  is  capable  of 
receiving,  and  that  this  instruction  should  be  supple- 
mented by  practical  training  for  some  profession  or 
handicraft  which  will  enable  him  when  he  graduates  to 
be  wholly  or  partially  self-supporting.  Pupils  who  have 
taken  the  required  scholastic  course  and  who  have 
marked  musical  ability  should  be  given  the  opportunity 
of  advanced  training  in  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
while  those  who  have  a distinct  talent  along  literary  or 
commercial  lines  should  be  given  the  opportunity  for 
training  in  journalism,  business  methods,  etc.  There 
are  doubtless  many  callings  that  might  be  followed  by 
persons  deprived  of  sight,  a practical  knowledge  of 
which  cannot  be  obtained  in  the  ordinary  school  for  the 
blind.  Tt  will  be  readily  understood  that  the  limitations 
of  the  income  of  a school  make  advanced  specific  train- 
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ing  impossible,  but  it  should  always  be  the  aim  of  our 
schools  to  make  special  provisions  for  the  higher  educa- 
tion and  training  of  their  more  talented  pupils. 


Campaign  fob  the  Blind  : — As  a result  of  the  Cam- 
paign for  the  Blind  held  in  Halifax  in  October,  1921,  the 
School  for  the  Blind  and  the  Maritime  Division  of  the 
Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  have  each 
benefitted  to  the  extent  of  $7500.00,  and  when  all  the 
pledges  are  paid  a still  further  amount  will  be  realized. 
In  August  last  it  was  decided  by  the  Central  Committee 
to  continue  the  joint  campaign  thruout  the  Atlantic 
Provinces.  The  Committee  was  fortunate  in  securing 
as  it  official  organizer,  Mr.  James  F.  Down,  who  since 
his  engagement  has  been  actively  advocating  the  claims 
of  the  school  and  of  the  Maritime  Division  in  the  west- 
ern part  of  the  Province.  Mr.  Down’s  efforts  have  been 
ably  seconded  by  the  public-spirited  men  and  women 
and  by  the  press  of  Western  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  re- 
turns from  the  organizations  in  the  towns  and.  villages 
have  up  to  the  present  time  been  most  encouraging.  Mr. 
Down  has  made  himself  familiar  with  the  work  for  die 
blind,  and  with  the  needs  of  the  two  institutions  wine  i 
he  represents  and  has  proved  himself  an  intelligent  and 
enthusiastic  organizer.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the 
friends  of  the  blind  thruout  the  Atlantic  Provinces 
have,  despite  the  times,  rallied  to  the  support  of  th 
Campaign  and  have  always  willingly  seconded 

from  the  School. 
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Adult  Blind: — While  the  Maritime  Division  of  the 
Canadian  National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  with  its 
Ladies’  Auxiliaries,  has  been  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  interests  of  the  adult  blind,  its  work 
must  always  be  sympathetically  connected  with  this 
school.  The  work  for  the  adult  blind  is  supervised  by 
the  officials  of  the  Maritime  Division.  It  is  a broad  and 
beneficent  work  and  if  its  activities  receive  the  support 
they  deserve  the  status  of  the  adult  blind  in  the  Atlantic 
Provinces  of  Canada  will  be  greatly  improved.  Up  to 
the  present  time  the  Maritime  Division  has  secured  an 
excellent  registration  of  the  blind  of  all  ages  in  Nova 
Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island. 
Thru  the  agency  of  its  Home  Teachers,  who  visit 
parts  of  the  Atlantic  Provinces,  hope  and  happiness  have 
been  brought  to  many  blind  persons  who  are  be- 
yond school  age.  These  teachers  give  instruction  in 
reading  and  writing  in  the  several  embossed  systems 
adapted  to  those  deprived  of  sight  as  well  as  in  the 
light  handicrafts  which  can  be  followed  in  the  home. 
The  Division  has  also  established  in  Halifax  a workshop 
for  the  training  and  employment  of  blind  men.  The 
only  trade  which  lifts  yet  been  taken  up  is  broonrmaking, 
and  at  the  present  time  16  men  are  being  employed  at  a 
living  wage,  and  about  six  thousand  five  hundred  dozen 
brooms  are  being  manufactured  yearly.  With  increased 
support  steady  and  remunerative  employment  might  be 
given  to  between  forty  and  fifty  men.  Up  to  the  present 
time  no  occupational  opportunity  has  been  established 
for  women  who  lose  their  sight  in  adult  life,  but  it  is 
only  a matter  of  time  before  something  definite  in  this 
direction  must  be  undertaken.  T am  deeply  interested 
in  the  work  lor  the  adult  blind,  and  having  a personal 
knowledge  of  the  beneficent  character  of  this  work  and 
of  the  good  results  that  may  be  accomplished,  I most 
sincerely  commend  it  to  the  thoughtful  consideration 
and  active  support  of  all  lovers  of  humanity.

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ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 

To  Sir  Frederick  Fraser, 

Superintendent,  Halifax  School  for  the  Mind. 

Sir  : — 

I submit  herewith  a report  of  the  Educational  De- 
partment, including  the  Literary,  Musical  and  Industrial 
Departments,  for  the  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1922. 

While  this  report  applies  principally  to  the  school 
term  ending  June,  1922,  some  mention  is  made  of  the 
opening  of  the  present  school  year,  beginning  Sept.  16th, 
1922. 

Literary  Department: — Of  the  total  of  154  pupils 
in  attendance  during  the  last  school  term  140  were  tak- 
ing literary  work,  68  boys  and  72  girls. 

The  work  of  the  literary  department  is  conducted  in 
classes  .somewhat  approximating  the  grades  in  our  pub- 
lic school  system,  as  follows: — 

A indergarten — As  in  public  school  kindergartens 
but  modified  to  suit  our  particular  needs. 

Primary— Public  School  Grades  I and  II. 

Third  Division — Public  School  Grades  III  and 

IV. 

Second  Division— Public  School  Grades  V and  VI. 

Public  School  Grades  VII  and 

harm  A Pupils  studying  high  school  subjects. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  two  special  ungraded 
classes,  one  lor  younger  and  one  for  older  pupils,  are 
carried  on  for  pupils  who  on  account  of  entering  the 
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school  beyond  the  normal  age  or  for  other  reasons  do  not 
tit  into  the  regular  classes.  Some  of  the  most  practical 
and  valuable  work  of  the  school  is  done  in  these  classes 
in  the  training  of  pupils  in  reading  and  writing  Braille, 
practical  mental  arithmetic  and  the  proper  use  of  Eng- 
lish. 

Conversational  French  is  taught  in  all  the  regular 
classes,  beginning  with  the  Primary. 


The  high  school  subjects  taught  during  the  past  term 
were  Geometry,  Algebra,  Physics,  Latin,  Ancient  His- 
tory, English  Literature  and  Composition.  The  work 
done  in  the  two  last  named  was  of  a particularly  high 
character. 


Musical  Department  : — This  department,  under  the 
able  direction  of  Mr.  J.  Hollis  Lindsay,  maintained  its 
usual  high  efficiency.  A special  class  in  musical  appre- 
ciation Avas  organized  for  the  most  ad\ranced  pupils.

Industrial  Departments: — The  girls’  department, 
under  Miss  Laura  McIntosh,  and  the  boys  , under  Mi.  J. 
P.  Ilenriaty,  both  carried  on  efficient  work.  Fourteen 
boys  Averc  enrolled  in  that  very  important  department 
of'training,  the  tuning  department,  and  under  Mr  S.  B. 
Hayden  received  careful  instruction.  A system  ot  care- 
fur  marking  for  progress  in  the  industrial  department, 
similar  to  that  used  in  the  literary  and  musical  depart- 
ments, has  been  found  to  bear  good  fruit  m the  effort  it 

has  inspired. 
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The  physical  drill  classes  for  both  boys  and  girls  pro- 
duced results  of  which  the  school  is  naturally  proud. 

By  frequent  consultation  with  the  teachers  of  our 
three  educational  departments,  literary,  musical  and  in- 
dustrial, the  ability  and  future  promise  of  each  pupil  is 
carefully  studied,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  make  the 
schedule  of  work  for  each  such  as  shall  be  most  suited  to 
produce  practical  results. 

The  value  of  our  Braille  Library  to  our  pupils  can 
best  be  judged  from  the  fact  that  1781  volumes  were  dis- 
tributed during  the  year. 

The  transition  from  the  term  ending  June,  1922,  to 
that  opening  September,  1922,  was  marked  by  the  fol- 
lowing changes  on  the  educational  staff: — Miss  Dorothy 
Townsend,  of  the  literary  staff,  resigned  and  is  now  Mrs. 
Gerald  Martin,  of  Halifax.  'Miss  Laura  McIntosh,  head 
of  the  girls’  industrial,  resigned  and  is  now  Mrs.  S.  B. 
Hayden,  of  Halifax. 

Miss  Audrey  Gray,  kindergarten  teacher,  resigned. 

Miss  Edith  Croskill,  assistant  in  the  girls’  industrial 
department,  resigned. 

Mr.  Kenneth  Blaikie,  teacher  of  manual  training,  re- 
signed. 

Miss  Ruth  Rockwell,  of  Ellersliouse,  N.  S.,  appointed 
as  head  of  girls’  industrial  department. 

Miss  Mary  Mason,  of  Tangier,  N.  S.  (a  graduate  of 
the  school)  appointed  as  assistant  in  girl®’  industrial 
department.

Field  Work: — The  field  work  for  the  past  summer 
for  the  purpose  of  investigating  prospective  pupils  for 
the  School  covered  the  greater  part  of  the  month  of  July. 

The  territory  covered  included  the  Nova  Scotia  coun- 
ties along  the  Bay  of  Fundv  from  Kings  to  Yarmouth, 
and  all  the  counties  of  western  New  Brunswick  from  St. 
John  to  Madawaska  and  including  Charlotte. 

In  all  forty-seven  names  were  investigated,  thirteen 
of  which  were  discovered  during  the  trip,  and  new  to  our 
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records.  Of  these  forty-seven  names,  twenty  should  be. 
cancelled  from  the  records,  seven  having  too  much  sight, 
four  being  physically  or  mentally  unfit,,  and  the  remain- 
ing nine  moved  away,  died,  or  not  to  be  located. 

Of  the  remaining  twenty-seven,  six  may  be  classed  as 
immediate  prospects  (five  of  these  are  now  at  the  School) 
seven  may  be  called  probable  future  prospects,  ten  doubt- 
ful immediate  prospects  and  four  doubtful  future  pros- 
pects. 

The  value  of  personal  interviews  with  the  parents  of 
blind  children  can  hardly  be  over-estimated.  A bond  of 
friendship  is  established  between  the  home  and  the  school, 
erroneous  and  often  ludicrous  ideas  which  parents  have 
concerning  the  school  are  explained,  information  concern- 
ing parentage  and  home  conditions  are  obtained  which 
may  materially  modify  the  method  of  dealing  with  the 
pupil  in  the  school,  and  the  child  gains  an  acquaintance 
with  an  official  of  the  school  which  materially  affects  his 
feelings  in  coming  to  what  would  otherwise  be  entirely 
strange  surroundings.  All  information  gained  by  these 
visits  is  recorded  in  a card  system  and  kept  permanently 
at  the  School. 

In  addition  to  the  parents,  prominent  public  citizens, 
chiefly  clergymen  and  physicians,  are  interviewed,  and 
while  making  enquiries  for  blind  children, ?the  purposes 
and  methods  of  the  school  arc  explained.  Particularly  in 
hew  Brunswick  several  physicians  were  found,  who, 
altlio  knowing  of  the  school  in  a general  way,  were 
entirely  unaware  of  the  extent  or  thoroness  of  its 
work  or  of  the  very  important  fact  that  tuition  and  board 
are  free.  Your  assistant  superintendent  recommends 
that,  a circular  concerning  the  salient  facts  of  the  school 
be  sent  to  all  physicians  and  clergvmen  of  the  Atlantic 
Provinces.

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AN  ACT  RESPECTING  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE 
BLIND  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA. 

Chapter  54,  Revised  Statutes,  1900. 

1.  (1)— The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provision  of  “Chapter  50,”  a settlement  in 
any  municipality,  city  or  town,  may  apply  to  the  warden 
of  such  municipality  or  to  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  town, 
for  an  order  for  the  admission  of  such  person  into  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  which  order  the  said  war- 
den or  mayor  shall  at  once  grant  under  his  hand  and  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  municipality,  city  or  town,  on  being 
satisfied  that  such  blind  person  is  between  the  ages 
above  prescribed,  and  has  a legal  settlement  in  such 
municipality,  city  or  town. — 1895,  C.  1,  Sec.  114,  part. 

(2) — Such  order  shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named 
therein  to  be  received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  and  subject  to  conditions  in  this  Chapter  prescrib- 
ed, to  be  educated  and  boarded  therein  during  the  school 
term. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

2.  (1) — Pupils  entering  the  school  between  the  ages 
of  six  and  ten  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven 
years  in  addition  to  the  time  in  attendance  under  ten 
years  of  age ; those  entering  between  the  ages  of  ten  and 
thirteen  years  shall  be  entitled  to  remain  seven  years ; 

_ those  entering  between  the  ages  of  thirteen  and  seven- 
teen shall  be  entitled  to  remain  five  years;  those  entering 
between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and  twenty-one  years  shall 
be  entitled  to  remain  three  years. 

(2) — The  Council  of  Public  Instruction  may,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  extend 
the  time  of  attendance  of  any  pupils. 
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(3) — In  the  case  of  hopeless  incapacity,  serious  mis- 
conduct or  other  sufficient  cause  on  the  part  of  any 
pupil,  the  prescribed  term  may  be  shortened  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  School. — 1895, 
C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

3.  For  every  blind  person  received  in  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the  warden  of 
any  municipality  or  from  the  mayor  of  an  incorporated 
town  which  contributes  to  the  municipal  school  fund,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers 
of  such  school  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  pro- 
vincial treasury  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, payable  half  yearly  ,and  also  to  receive  annually 
the  same  sum,  payable  half  yearly,  from  the  municipal 
school  fund  of  such  municipality.- — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

4.  For  every  blind  person  who  is  admitted  in  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  under  an  order  from  the 
mayor  of  a city  or  town,  an  allowance  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  school  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num shall  be  rated  upon  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  or 
town  in  case  such  city  or  town  does  not  contribute  to  or 
draw  from  the  municipal  school  fund,  and  in  such  case 
such  sum  shall  be  paid  to  the  managers  for  each  such 
blind  person  sent  to  the  school,  and  there  shall  be  paid  to 
the  managers  from  the  provincial  treasury  for  each  such 
blind  person  for  which  such  city  or  town  contributed  such 
allowance  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  in  Ohap.  o4, 
the  manner  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section.- 
1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

5.  The  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind  shall  furnish,  semi-annually,  to  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction  full  returns  of  the  names,  ages  and 
residences  of  the  pupils  in  respect  to  whom  such  pay 
ments  are  claimed. — 1895,  C.  1,  S.  1 14,  pat  t. 
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6.  In  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  municipal 
school  fund,  the  Superintendent  of  Education  shall  in- 
clude the  amounts  due  the  managers  of  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  and  issue  drafts  therefor  on  the 
treasurers  of  the  respective  municipalities. — 1895,  C.  1, 
S.  114,  part. 

7.  The  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  being 
satisfied  that  an  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the 
province  and  has  no  means  of  paying  the  expense  of  his 
education  at  the  School  or  his  training  in  any  trade 
shops  carried  on,  or  to  be  hereafter  carried  on  in  this 
province  by  the  Maritime  Association  for  the  Blind,  may, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to  any  blind 
person  over  the  age  of  twenty  one  years.  Such  action 
of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  shall  entitle  the 
blind  person  to  be  received  into  the  School,  or  such  trade 
shop,  on  the  same  terms  as  he  would  be  received  into  the 
School,  if  he  were  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

8.  In  the  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted 
to  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind  or  on  whose  behalf 
application  for  admission  to  such  school  has  been  made, 
who  has  no  settlement  within  the  province,  the  Provin- 
cial Secretary,  if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  charge- 
able to  the  Province,  may  pay,  or  agree  to  pay  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  School  the  same  sum  as  is  paid 
from  the  provincial  treasury  in  the  case  of  a person  ad- 
mitted under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Chapter. — 
1895,  C.  1,  S.  114,  part. 

9.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has  not 
a settlement  within  the  Province,  may,  nevertheless,  ap- 
ply to  the  warden  of  any  municipality,  or  to  the  mayor 
of  any  city  or  town  for  an  order  for  the  admission  of

An  Act  Respecting  the  Employment  of  the  Blind. 

“Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor,  Council,  and  As- 
sembly as  follows: — 

1.  Any  city,  town  or  municipality  shall  have 
power  to  vote,  collect,  receive,  appropriate  and  pay  all 
sums  of  money  required  for  the  following  purposes,  that 
is  to  say: — 

(a)  The  purchase  and  leasing  of  lands  and  build- 
ings and  the  establishing,  equipment  and  maintenance 
of  local  work-shops  and  factories  for  the  employment  of 
persons  who  are  totally  or  partially  blind,  and  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  and  compensation  to  those  employed 
therein,  and  the  disposal  and  sale  of  the  output  of  such 
workshops  and  factories. 

(b)  The  aiding  by  ways  of  grants,  concessions  or 
otherwise,  of  any  organizations  or  associations,  within 
the  confines  of  any  city,  town  or  municipality,  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  employing  those  who  are  totally  or 
partially  blind.” 
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ACT  RESPECTING  THE  EDUCATION  OF  THE 
BLIND  OF  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

Consolidated  Statutes,  1903,  Cliap.  51. 

1.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  who  has, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  179  of  these  consolidat- 
ed Statutes,  a settlement  within  any  county  or  city  of 
the  province,  may  apply  to  the  warden  of  the  municipal- 
ity, or  the  mayor  of  the  city,  for  an  order  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the 
Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  and  the  said  war- 
den or  mayor,  on  being  satisfied  that  such  blind  person 
is  between  the  ages  above  prescribed  and  has  a legal  set- 
tlement in  the  municipality  or  city  shall  at  once  grant 
such  order  for  admision  as  aforesaid,  under  his  hand  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  the  municipality  or  city,  and  for- 
ward the  same  to  the  Provincial  Secretary  for  his  ap- 
proval to  be  endorsed  thereon. — 55  V.,  C.  S,  S.  1 ; 59  V., 
C.  13,  S.  1. 

2.  The  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  upon  being 
satisfied  that  the  applicant  has  a settlement  within  the 
Province  of  New  Brunswick,  and  has  no  means  of  paying 
the  expenses  of  his  or  her  education,  may  by  Order-in- 
Council  make  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  apply  to 
any  blind  person  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
such  order  shall  specify  the  municipality  in  which  such 
blind  person  has  a settlement,  and  upon  which  he  or  she 
shall  be  chargeable.  Such  Order-in-Council  shall  entitle 
the  blind  person  mentioned  therein  to  be  received  at  the 
Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  any  other  institution 
lor  the  blind,  on  the  same  terms  as  persons  mentioned 
in  sections  1 and  5 of  this  Chapter.— 56  V.,  C.  20,  S.  1. 
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3.  Blind  persons  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
so  received  at  the  said  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or 
other  institution  for  the  blind,  approved  by  the  Lieute- 
nant-Governor-in-Council, under  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections,  shall  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council)  be  entitled  to  remain 
three  years. — 56  V.,  C.  20,  S.  2. 

4.  The  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council  shall  have 
authority  by  Order-in-Council,  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Halifax  School  for 
Blind,  or  any  other  institution  for  the  blind  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor-in-Council,  to  extend  the  time 
of  any  pupil  who  has  entered  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter,  or  of  any  Act  consolidated  therein. — 56 
V.,  C.  20,  S.  3. 

5.  Such  order  so  approved  by  the  Provincial  Secre- 
tary shall  entitle  the  blind  person  named  therein  to  be 
received  into  the  Halifax  School  for  the  Blind,  or  other 
institution  for  the  blind,  as  aforesaid,  and  subject  to  con- 
ditions hereinafter  prescribed,  to  be  educated  and  board- 
ed therein  during  the  school  terms.  Pupils  entering  the 
school  between  the  ages  of  six  and  ten  years  shall  be 
entitled  to  remain  seven  years  in  addition  to  the  time  in 
attendance  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  pupils  under  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  when  entering  the  school,  shall  be  en- 
titled" to  remain  seven  years;  those  entering  between  the 
ages  of  thirteen  and  seventeen  shall  be  entitled  to  remain 
five  years ; and  those  between  the  ages  of  seventeen  and 
twenty-one  years  to  remain  three  years.

g For  every  blind  person  received  into  the  Halifax 
School  for  the  Blind,  or  other  institution  for  the  blind, 
approved  as  aforesaid,  pursuant  to  this  Chapter,  and 
educated  and  boarded  therein,  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
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such  school  or  institution  for  the  blind  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  the  provincial  treasury,  at  the  rate 
of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  half 
yearly,  and  also  to  receive  at  the  same  rate  from  the 
county  school  fund  of  the  municipality  to  which  the  said 
blind  person  belongs.

Education  of  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  full  returns 
of  the  names,  ages,  residence,  attendance,  etc.,  of  the 
pupils  in  respect  of  whom  the  above  grants  may  be 
claimed.

8.  In  the  semi-annual  apportionment  of  the  county

tive  officer  of  the  corporation  exercising  the  powers 
therein  conferred  upon  the  warden  of  the  municipality, 
and  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  managers  from  the 
provincial  treasury  for  each  such  blind  person,  for  which 
such  city  or  town  contributes  such  allowance,  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  in  like  manner  as  is  provided  in 
section  6 of  this  Chapter. — 65  V.,  C.  8,  S.  6. 

10.  The  parent  or  guardian  of  any  blind  person  be- 
tween the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  years,  wiho  has  not 
the  settlement  referred  to  in  section  1 of  this  Chapter 
may,  nevertheless,  apply  to  the  warden  of  a municipal- 
ity or  the  mayor  of  the  city  for  an  order  for  the  admis- 
sion of  such  person  into  the  Halifax  school,  or  other  in- 
stitution for  the  blind  as  aforesaid,  and  if  the  warden 
or  mayor  of  a city  be  satisfied  that  such  parent  or  guar- 
dian have  or  had  bona  fide  settled  in  the  municipality  or

11.  In  case  of  any  person  who  has  been  admitted  to 

the  Halifax  school  or  other  institution  for  the  blind,  as 
aforesaid,  or  on  whose  behalf  application  for  admission 
to  such  school  has  been  made,  who  has  no  settlement 
within  any  county  or  district  of  the  province  as  required 
by  section  1 of'  this  Chapter,  the  Provincial  Secretary, 
if  satisfied  that  such  person  is  fairly  chargeable  to  the 
province,  may  pay  or  agree  to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  said  school  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars 
from  the  provincial  treasury.
